Btrued, The Hong Kosig. fiomapnuMM 
of the Tribune gives tho following impow 
tant statement in rcfereuco to tho exten- 
sion of American trado in the Pacific. By 
and byo England will awaken to tho dan- 
ger of her interests in this quarter, and 
then this Colony will bo taken hold of in 
earnest and form an attraction for Eugo 
lish capital. " Through tho courtesy of 
Mr Allan, tho United States Consul at 
this port, I am enabled to give you the 
following statement of tho trade of Hong 
Kong: Since the establishment of tho 
Consulate, in October, 1865 (29 months) 
to 1st inst., 290 American vessels havo 
been entorod, classed as follows, viz.: 97 
Bteamships. 10G ships, 87 barges, etc. Tho 
aggregate tonnago of these amounted to 
276,370 tons; tho number of invoices to 
3070, and the aggregate value of ship^ 
ments to 84,470,339. These figures re- 
present only tho shipments by American 
vessels to TJ. S. pores. The cargoes 
carried by Americnl vessels coastwise to 
Europe, etc., are not included. Houg 
Kong being a free port no manifest of 
cargo by vescels to other than U S ports 
is required, nor do they come in any man- 
ner under Consular supervision." A uico 
little sensation story will ho found in the 
following reported seizure of the British 
Minister's dispatches.

The evil effects of whisky selling are cod* 
stantly appearing — the villainies of too many 
of the Indian traders will still continue to 
supply the oft recurring talo of bbodslied — 
slavery produces its viotirns — foul disease and 
rapid death, physical and moral degradation, 
ore the rt suits which civilization presonts to 
the savage. Is it not then the duty of tho 
Government to endeavor to mitigate all this 
evil? The question of the extinguishment 
of tho Indian title to the lands in Oowichan 
and the outlying districts connot be much 
longer deferred, and if not soon settled will 
produce a fruitful crop of mischief. 

The schemo of Indian Government which 
I proposo is simple and inoxpeusive: 

1. Lot all Indian reserves be vested in a 
Board to be nominated by iho Governori 

2. Subject to the approval of tho Executive, 
give this Board the control aud muHogement 
over the Indian population residont on tho 
reserves. 

3. Appoint a Superintendent of Indian 

larly all Indian villages aud reserves; to 
report every important matter to tho Board, 
and (being a magistrate) to bear and deter- 
mine si! swsl! tueUe aiiJ punish all light 
oflences. 

4. By leasing and otherwise managing the 
Indian reserves, and tho imposition of a Might 
tax to provide a fund lor tho salary of the 
Superintendent, nod agents if necessary.
